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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Hampton  Falls  : 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  tenth  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  your  schools.  This  report  will  be  based  on  the 
school  year  1938-1939- — the  last  complete  school  year. 
Some  data  will  also  be  given  for  current  year. 

The  school  population  of  Hampton  Falls  remained  nearly 
constant  throughout  the  year,  the  number  of  entrants 
equalling  the  number  of  discharges.  The  September  en- 
rollment of  52  was  the  same  as  the  June  enrollment.  This 
tends  toward  equalization  of  equipment  and  uniformity  of 
procedure.  The  September  1939  enrollment  is  48.  A  per- 
centage attendance  of  95  is  good — about  the  average  of  the 
State.  The  number  of  tardinesses  is  somewhat  larger  than 
in  the  last  report.  This  should  be  improved  during  the  cur- 
rent year. 

.  Three  attributes  are  necessary  if  a  school  system  is  to  be 
successful  in  its  important  work  of  preparing  future  citi- 
zens for  America — teachers  who  can  and  do  teach  the  work 
assigned  them,  suitable  buildings,  equipment  and  supplies 
to  enable  them  to  work  to  their  maximum  efficiency  and 
a  businesslike  administration  by  which  money  is  spent 
wisely.  To  our  children  the  teachers  are  most  important 
of  these  three.  They  must  understand  the  children  that 
they  can  impart  to  each  from  his  own  viewpoint,  definite 
knowledge,  through  the  current  year.  That  our  teachers  are 
doing  this  is  constantly  proven  by  the  results  of  standardiz- 
ed tests  given,  usually  twice  a  year.  These  tests  are 
identical  with  those  given  in  a  large  majority  of  schools 
throughout  the  country.  They  are  written  by  no  local 
person. 

One  reason  for  our  standing  is  the  comparatively  long 
period  of  service  of  our  teachers.  Teachers  entering  new 
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schools  are  unfamiliar  with  the  methods  used  in  previous 
years  and  grades  and  unacquainted  with  the  pupils,  their 
parents  and  their  homes. 

Teachers  must  have  good  material  and  equipment  with 
which  to  work.  As  increasing  and  more  accurate  knowledge 
of  the  child's  mind  becomes  available,  the  methods  of  in- 
struction, the  order  of  presentation  of  material  and  in- 
troduction of  new  subjects  make  necessary  new  equipment. 
In  the  smaller  towns  we  are  not  financially  able  to  discard 
old  books  and  equipment  until  they  are  beyond  use.  The 
life  of  the  average  text  book  in  daily  use  is  considered  to  be 
four  and  one  half  years.  Hampton  Falls  has  done  far  better 
than  that  since,  after  nine  years  we  are  just  able  to  report 
completely  replaced  books.  We  have  also  added  to  our  text 
book  supply  until  we  are  now  reasonably  well  equipped 
with  readers,  arithmetics,  geographies  and  Eng-lish  books. 
It  is  in  the  primary  grades  that  we  have  taken  especial  care 
of  reading.  During  the  past  year  twelve  different  primers 
and  first  grade  books  were  read  by  the  average  first  grade 
pupil.  We  believe  this  a  decided  step  in  advance  of  the 
years  when  two  or  three  was  the  rule. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  Miss  Janice  Newton  is  again 
with  us  as  instructor  in  Art.  Her  work  is  highly  valuable 
in  bringing  out  latent  abilities  which  children  may  possess. 
The  training  in  careful  observation,  in  accurate  expression, 
in  neatness  and  in  carefulness  develops  characteristics  of 
value  in  all  activities  of  school.  The  so-called  fundamental 
subjects  need  and  can  use  these  same  abilities  and  are  to 
that  extent  closely  allied  with  the  art  instruction. 

Mr.  Hawkins  is,  I  believe,  imparting  to  our  children  a 
love  of  music  that  will  be  a  lasting  source  of  pleasure  to 
them  in  future  years.  With  the  radio  in  nearly  every  home 
today,  it  is  important  that  the  people  be  enabled  to  dis- 
tinguish the  fine  music  from  that  of  mere  passing  value. 

Mrs.  Lindsey's  report  is  included  herewith.  Her's  is  an 
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important  part  of  the  school  function.  Mental  health  with- 
out physical  health  is  by  so  much  the  weaker. 

The  schools  of  the  Union  are  cooperating-  with  the  Sur- 
plus Commodities  Distribution  by  placing  at  the  disposal  of 
our  pupils  such  products  as  may  be  delivered  to  us.  While 
the  time  of  delivery  and  the  kinds  of  produce  are  not  uni- 
form, the  fruit  received  has  proven  of  some  value.  Oranges, 
apples,  grapefruit  juice,  peaches,  etc.  can  always  be  used. 
We  shall  continue  this  service  as  long  as  it  is  available. 

You  as  a  board,  have  been  ever  watchful  of  the  welfare 
of  the  children  entrusted  to  your  care.  You  have  been  help- 
to  me  in  my  duties  as  superintendent.  This  I  fully  ap- 
preciate.
